RUSSIA'S INTEHTION8. 


Thoro is a great deal of anxiety both 


in this oountry and Europe, ai < to the 
real intentions of Buseit, in its War 
upon Turkey. The following, kaid to 
bo the opinion of a prominent Russian 
diplomat, who is said to be in a posi- 
tion to know the real purposes of the 
Czar and his advisors, will be read with 
interest. It purports to be tho result 
of an interview between'the aforesaid 
diplomat »ud & correspond cat of tlie 


Muw York Herald, and la an follows . 


I was told that llussia intended to 


redeem hor pledge as far as tho aggnm- 
di/,uinont of territory wont, but, should 
she prove victorious, she would insist 
upon tbe independence of Bulgaria, 
Herzegovina, lloumaniu, Sorvia and 
Bosnia, aiid she would guarantee these 
provinces their independence, no miU 
tor against what power. She would 
form u defensive and offensive alliance 
with thouo liberal territories, 


Upon my asking whether Constanti- 


nople, in the ovont of Russia gaining 
decisive' victories, would bo occupied by 
Itussiu, I was informed that", long be- 
fore auy army could be brought iu 
front ot tbe walls of Constantinople 
peace would be declared. Tbo terms 
of the peace would, perhaps, include 
tho surrender on the part of Turkey) 
of a portion of her Uoet and tbe eon- 
lummatbn of a treaty placing the oity 
of Constantinople under tho joint con- 
tr*l of all tbo Joroign powers. Up to 
thin tlmo tho cosmopolitan oity has 
frequently been talked of, and several 
theories have been brought.forward for 
its government, but it has never boon 
prtctioally tried. Oa Constantinople 
thetirst attempt w U be mado 
The 


oitV will probably bo garrUoncd by 
trdopn of n neutral power, wbjle the 
virtual government will be invested in 
a legi«lative and executive body of men 
oojnposod of different nationalities, and 
perhaps a tax or tribute will bo paid to 
the Ottoman Empire.
